Work on Swimming 
Pool Taking Shape 


Actual construction work on the 
new Hamlin community swimming 
pool was taking shape this week 
after workmen of the Velvin Con­ 
struction Company of Midland, 
contractors on the $15,000 job, re­ 
ported ready for business Monday 
morning. 
Power shovels excavating the 
pool site Monday and Tuesday, 
including a big drainage ditch to 
the California Creek south of the 
pool. 
Workmen were building 
above-ground forms Wednesday 
and Thursday. 
It was not determined Thurs­ 
day morning how long the rains 
of Wednesday night would delay 
the project, but it was hoped that 
the work could be resumed some­ 
time during the day. 
Steel for the pool proper was 
on the ground, mid several days 
will be required to shape and place 
the steel before cement work can 
be started. 
With good weather 
prevailing, actual cement work 
may get underway the middle of 
next week, said a representative 
of the contracting firm 


Despite the bottleneck created 
by the shortage of cement and 
for other causes, completion date 
of the pool proper will still be 
about June I. 
Walks, fences and 
bath houses must be built under 
another contract, 
according 
to 
officials of Hamlin Foundation, 
Inc., sponsor of the project.

cm $3,750,000

Assuming a coverage of 
40 per cent, it would be necessary 
to have revenues of $268,000 per 
annum. 
Under the foregoing as­ 
sumptions, the reservoir could be 
financed by the sale of 15,000,000 
gallons per day of water at five 
cent per 1,000 gallons at the res­ 
ervoir. 
We have no question In our 
minds but that the quality of the 
water Is satisfactory for water 
flooding purposes and probably 
for irrigation of certain soils. The 
value of economical irrigation to 
the economy of an area is well 
recognized. 
The importance of 
oil field ^pressuring to the econ 
amy of an area is not so well 
recognized. 
However, a success 
ful water flooding project will 
usually double the oil recovery 
from a field and will prolong the 
life of the field for many years 
There is also little doubt but 
there will ba a sufficient demand 
for the water eventually to pay 
the cost of the project if a satis 
factory dam site can be had. The

Safety Cheeks of Automobile Vital to 
Performance Declares State Safety Man 


“Is your car accident prone?' 
E. C. McFadden of Dallas, pres­ 
ident of the Texas Safety Associa­ 
tion asked that question of Texas 
drivers today, and he warned them 
that they could not answer it ac­ 
curately if they had not had their 
cars safety .checked recently. 
McFadden spoke in behalf of 
the vehicle safety check program 
which 
is 
recommended by the 
Texas Safety Association, Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety and the 
National Safety Council. 
“It is the civic duty of every 
driver to see that his car gets a 
complete 
mechanical 
check-up,” 
McFadden said, “because a car 
in unsafe mechanical condition is 
a menace to the community.” 


He added that only a check of 
the IO major safety points by a 
qualified mechanic can give a car 
a clean bill of health. 
He listed 
the IO points as follows: Brakes, 
headlights, rear and stop lights, 
tires, Wheel 
alignment,

wipers, glass, horn, and rear-view 
mirror. 
In addition to periodic profes­ 
sional checks, McFadden advised 
drivers to check constaptly for

Other than the large water flood­ 
ing projects in Scurry County, it 
is not known to us what the future 
demand for such water will be in 
the other three counties. 
Where there is a demand for re • 
pressuring water in the area, we 
believe that it will justify a price 
of not less than five cents per 
1.000 gallons at the reservoir. Un­ 
der present conditions, we doubt 
that any more than one cent per 
1.000 gallons could be charged for 
irrigation water at the reservoir. 
Assuming the sale of an average 
of 30,000,000 gallons per-day from 
the reservoir, the revenues for 
varying proportions of the water 
to be used for re-pressuring and 
irrigation respectively would bo 
as shown in the following table 
(i. e. at the prices suggested 
above): 


At a rate of use from the res­ 
ervoir of three acre feet per 
annum per acre of land irrigated, 
10,000,000 gallons per day for a 
year would irrigate 3,750 acres 
per season, and 20,000,000 gallons 
per day would irrigate 7,500 acres. 
There are substantial areas in ex­ 
cess of these acreages west of 
Hamlin in Fisher County, which 
lie nicely for irrigation. 
Excellent 
reservoir sites 
are 
available, and if gypsum-free dam 
sites can be developed, the cost 
per acre foot of reservoir capacity 
should prove somewhat less than 
the cost per foot for the 206,000- 
acre foot reservoir on the Colo 
rado River constructed by the 
Colorado River Municipal Water 
District. 
Including three years 
interest during construction, this 
cost was $13 per acre foot. Even 
at $15 per acre foot, the cost of 
a 250,000-acre feet capacity res­ 
ervoir on the Double Mountain 
Fork would be $3,750,000. Assum­ 
ing firm water sales contracts, it 
should be possible to finance the 
project with three per cent 30 
year bonds, which would require 
$191,300 per annum for principal 
and 
interest 
on 
$3,750,000 
of 
bonds. 
Assuming a coverage of 
40 per cent, it would be necessary 
to have revenues of $268,000 per 
annum. 
Under the foregoing as­ 
sumptions, the reservoir could be 
financed by the sale of 15,000,000 
gallons per day of water at five 
cent per 1,000 gallons at the res­ 
ervoir. 
We have no question in our 
minds but that the quality of the 
water Is aatisfactory for water 
flooding purposes and probably 
for irrigation of certain soils. The 
value of economical irrigation to 
the economy of an area is well 
recognized. 
The importance of 
oil field ^pressuring to the econ 
omy of an area is not so well 
recognized. 
However, a success 
ful water flooding project will 
usually double the oil recovery 
from a field and will prolong the 
life of the field for many years. 
There is also little doubt but 
there will be a sufficient demand 
for the water eventually to pay 
the cost of the project lf a satis 
factory dam site can be had. The 
next step in carrying th# project 
forward will be to survey the
